The general tendency of legislation, at 


Harrisburg this winter, may be gathered 
from the following summary : Up to tiie

three to empower corporations to borrow 
money, seventeen to incorporate miscel- 
laneous companies and charitable institu- 
tions, nine relative to roads, eleven relative 
to claims against the State, six relative to 
hanks and banking, four to divorces and 
one to passenger railways.

der* high state uf cultivation.

now numbers about twenty two thousand, 
including about one thousand sUves.
